PARNELL’S VISIT. 


The Date of His Coming to St. Louis 
Not Yet Fixed. 


Witha view of ascertaining when Mr. Par- 
nell will visit St. Louis, a reporter was to-day 
detailed to make a tour among the Irish pa- 
triots. It has been stated in public meetings 
that he would arrive in St. Louw on March 4, 
and on the same evening address a mass 
meeting in the largest hall that could be se- 
eured in the city. Sir Knight Dick Enais was 
met on Olive and Fifth streets and said: ‘I 
do not know that any date has as yet been 
fixed for Mr. Parnell’s visit, though it is 


certain that he will come. On the ur- 
rival of Parnell and Dillon in this 
country the Kaights of St. Patrick 


telegraphed them congratulations on their 


safe arrival, and extending them an invitation | 


to visit St. Louis, when the usual banquet and 
welcome of the orgeuization would be tender- 
ed them. Mr. D’Arcy, seeretary of the 
Kuights, will probably be able to tell you 
more than I.“ 

Dr. P. S. O'Reilly, who was found at his 
office on Nintb near Christy avenue, said that 
Mr. H. C. Dunn, of the Post-office, had to:d 
him that March 4th had been fixed as the date, 
but that he knew nothing further concerning 


it. 

Mr. H.C. Dunn, president of the Irish 
Land League, said, I do not know nat 
authority I have for it, but I heard some way 
or other that Parnell would be 
here on March 4th, aud that 
he would address a meeting on the evening of 
that day. I cannot tell from whom I heard 
this. I will write to Mr. Finnerty, of the 
Chicago Times, who was among those who 
went to meet Parnell, to find something more 
definite about the date of the visit.“ 

The reporter asked if there was any foun- 
dation for the assertion that Parnell had ex- 
pressed it as his intentions not to visit St. 
Louis until the troubles here were ended, to 
which Mr. Dunn replied: 

No, there is none at all. The arrangement 
for the tour of the Western States 
is in the hands of Messrs. 
Sullivan and Forsythe, of Chicago, and the 
quarrel here will net have the least effect on 
the arrangement for Parnell’s visit to St. 
Louis.’’ 

Mr. H. I. D’Arcy, Secretary of the Knights 
of st.

Several Important Cases Finally Settled— 
Legal Notes. 


The following cases were decided by the 
Court of Appeals this morning: 

Chas. Conrad vs. Uhrig Brewing Company, 
affirmed; Duke vs. Harper, reversed and re- 
manded; C. Say n executor vs. F. Nobu, 
aflirmed; State, Rabano vs. Francis Heath, 
affirmed; Vogel vs. St. Loufs Museum, af- 
firmed; McCarthy vs. I. McGioniss, affirmed. 
Miltenberger vs. Miltenberger, reversed, judg- 
ment: Smucker vs. Stiedman, reversed and 
remanded; Hamilton vs. Mallet, aflrmed; 
Durcan vs. Frank. affirmed; Blize vs. Cas- 
tlio, reversed and dismissed; Allen vs. Cur- 
tis, administrator, affirmed. 


Budweiser Beer. 

The case of Chas. Conrad against the Jo- 
seph Uhrig Brewing Company, which came 
up before the Court of Appeals to-day, was 
an action concerning the use of what the pe- 
titioner claimed as histrade mark. The low- 
er court gave judgment for Conrad for $4,075, 


and the Court of Appeals affirmed that decis- 
ion this morning. 

It appeared that the plaintiff had for many 
— been engaged in the wine and liquor 

usiness under the trade name of C. Conrad 
& Co., and had been putting up an excellent 
qualtty of beer under the title ef Budweiser 
beer. The beer was put up for tue plaintiff 
by Anheuser & Co. under the direction of 
Conrad. It was made of tne best ingreuients 
and after the style of the manufacture of beer 
in Budweis, a small town in Bohemia. Its 
cost per barre! is about $2 more than the or- 
dinary beer manufactured by Anheuser & Co. 
Conrad claimed that he hada peculiar pro- 
cess of bottling the beer which is _ his 
secret, and which Improves the same. The 
defendant claims that the Conrad process of 
bottling is the same as that used by the de- 
fendant, and is a well-known European meth- 
od. Conrad had a peculiar label for this 
beer, which he conside:ed he had bought 
outright fromthe engraver, but the latter 
did not so understand it. After the beer of 
plaintiff had acquired a repu.ation, the de- 
fendant procured fromthe engraver a label 
similar in design and color to that of plaia- 
tiff’s, and containing the term Hudweiser.” 
Plaintiff’s beer was so p pular that his sale 
increased frum 5824, 000 the first year to $¥6,- 
6000 in the six montus immediate.y preceeding 
the trial. He claimed that the defenuanv’s 
beer was of an inferior quality and had re- 
sul.edin his injury. Tue lower court gave a 
judgment for the plaintiff, and the Court of 
Appeals confirmed this devision. 


A Decree for a Doctor. 
ki. T'. Raband is a physician and he brought 
suit against C. W. Francis, Health Commis- 
sioner of the city of St. Louis, for a mandam- 


us to compel that official to allow the entry oi 
plaintiff’s name upon the roll of city physi- 
cians. Rabaud claiws that he is a practicing 
physician and was recognized as such 
by law under the act to regu- 
late the Practice of medicine in 
this State, approved March 27, 1874, in which 
it provides that “all persons practicing 
who shail commence to practice before the Ist 
of September, 1874, shall register théir names 
with the county clerk, buts.all not be requir- 
ed to leave a copy of their dipiomas.’’ The 
plaintiff complied with that law. The act of 
1877 oa this same subject repealed the former, 
but states that the act does not appl 
to those authorized to practice medi- 
cice. In the same year, by ordinance, the 
city of St. Louis required persons practicing 
medicine who commenced the same before the 
passage of the ordinance to register their 
names in the offic: ofthe Health Com mission- 
er. The defendant claims that plaintiff was a 
druggist and nota physician, and so refused 
to allow him to register. On the trial a per- 
emptory writ was awarded. The defend nt 
took an appeal which was this morning de- 
cided against him by the Court of Appeals, 
which court affirmed the judgment entered in 
the court below. 
Suitona Bond. 

The case of B. Schmucker against M. p. 
Stiedman and others, which was reversed and 
remanded by the Court of Appeals this morn- 
ing, Was an action on an appeal bond given 
by the defendants as sureties of one Seitz. 
The latter and the plaintiff were executors of 
the estate of Ludwig Seitz and as such exhib- 
ited their account in the Probate Court for final 
settlement. Among other things ordered by 
that court Was an order that the executors re- 
ceive as compensation and commission 
$2,490 30 to be equally divided. Seitz, claim- 
iug commission in proportion to his labors, 
appealed to the Circuit Court, 
where the lower opinion Was affirmed. 
Seitz appealed to the Court of Appeals 
and in perfecting his appeal filed an appeal 
bond. The decisions of the two lower couris 
were affirmed. The defendants contend that 
no recovery can be had on the bond, as it was 
given contrary to law, which does not require 
un executor to enter into a bond for an appeal. 
Tae decision to that effect in the lower court 
was reversed and the case remanded for a 
new trial. 


A Will Case. 

The case of Pauline Miltenberger and others 
vs. Ettgene Miitenberger and others, was an 
action to estabilsh under thatute, as the last 
will of Theresa Miltenberger, mother of par- 
ties to the suit, a paperwhich had buen re- 


jected when offered for proof at the 
St. Louis Probate Court. The alleged will was 


rejected on the 22d of August, 1874, and be- 


queaths to Eugene, Clemence and Charles one 
dollar each, aud to Pauline and Elise, or the 
survivor, the rest of her estate. The will was 
introduced in the trial court and the subscrib- 
ing witnesses examined. The testimony 
proved that Theresa Miltenberg was over 
eighty-one vears old, and was not acquainted 
with the Eugli-h language, in which the will 
was written. The will was established. 

The case came before the Court of Appeals 
this morning. ‘The court gave an interroga- 
tery decision to the effect that if the testi- 
mony establishing the will can net be made 
perfect, the judgment will be reversed, and a 
new judgment will be entered that the paper 
produced at the lower court is not the last 
will and testament of the deceased.

Illegal Conduct. 

Lorenz Frank was a constable, and in the 
discharge of his duty he levied upon the per- 
sonal property of T. B. Duncan. Duncan 
claimed the property as exempt from execu- 
tion on the ground that he was the head ofa 
family. Before effecting the sale, 
Frank was indemnified. On the 


original trial there was a verdict for the plain- 
tiff inthe sum of $320. The defendant and 
his sureties took au appeal to the Court of 
Appeals, and that court this morning ren- 
dered a decision affirming the judgment 
of the lower court. In that opinion 
the following lanzusge occurs: It 
is immaterial that the plaintiff may have had 
other property.

Views of a Noted Man From tha 
Nation.

The Indian Way of Looking at the Okla. 
homa Matters—Territorial Notes. 


Chas. Toompson and S. H. Downing. from 
the Cherokee Nation, are among the late zy- 
The former 
was chief of the tribe to which he belongs un- 
tilthe last election, when Bushyhead wis 
made the presiding chief ofthe Cherokeeg, 
and Mr. Thompson retired to private life. 
This morning a representative of the Post- 
DispatcaH called on ex-Chief Thompson, and 
found him to be aman about seven:y-years 
old, with a defined opinion on all important 
matters in the territory and with no hesita- 
tion in expressing himself concerning them. 
The conversation was carried on by means of 
Mr. Downing, who officiated as inter- 
preter, After referring to the fact that there 
were three political parties in the field at the 
election which occurred in August last and 
resulted in the election of Chief Bushyhesd 
for a term of four years, Mr. Thompson said 
that at present there were but two parties, 
ku wa as the Ross and Downing parties. He» 
stated they differ very little from one anothe: 
except in the men which they supported fo: 
the position of chief. 

The reporter then asked him what ly 
thought of the move to make the Indian Ter- 
ritory a part of the United States Govern. 


ment. 

He said: ‘‘I think the people of the Indian 
Territory are universally opposed to such: 
move.“ 

„ Whyare they opposed to it?“ continue: 
the reporter. 

„Because,“ said the ex- chief after the ques- 
tion had been translated to him, ‘the 
major part of the inhabitants of the nation ave 
not at present sufficiently civilized to success: 
fully compete with the whites in the various 
departments of trade, which would become 


necessary in case the nation was made Okla- 


homa Territory or State, as is now take 
about. 

He continued: I know of but one n tiv: 
Cherokee who is in favor of such a movef unc 
that is Col. Boudinot. who has always advo- 
cated it. There are afew whitesin the na 
tion who have been adopted, so to speak, bv 
the Cherokees and made citizens of the lu 
dian nation, who now favor coming unde 
the Fed eral Government.“ 

WOULD NOT IMPROVE THF NATIVES. 


When asked if the Indians M 
not be improved by an __ inerensse 
of the white population, he aid 


J don’t think it would improve the fu!“ 
blooded Indians, but think it might be o 
benefit to the haif-breeds. My reason is the 
same as given before. thatthe full-biohds are 
not able to cope with the white men, but the 
half-breeds are posted in the English lan, 
guage,the ways of business, and are better 
prepared to compete with the peopie why

Do you experience much trouble in keep. 
ing the white emigrants from tuvading jou
